Face Action Before Wide 


Program Is Started

W ASHINGTO N, Sept. IS— Action

Before the United 
States can 
launch the great peacetime under­ 
taking which begins with the regis­ 
tration of 16.500,boo men Oct. 16, 
three essential preliminaries require 
disposition: 
1.— President Roosevelt must pro­ 
mulgate the regulations governing 
the administration of the draft ma­ 
chinery, enrollment, classification 
and selection of trainers, their In­ 
duction into service and kindred 
matters. 
2.— The director of the selective 
service system must be appointed 
by Mr. Roosevelt and confirmed by 
the senate as provided in the con­ 
scription law. 
3.— Congress must take action on 
the pending $2,000,000,000 special 
defense 
appropriation 
request, 
which is to defray the erpenses of 
registration and conscription. 


First Regulations Due Thursday 
President Roosevelt is expected 
to order Into effect, possibly tomor­ 
row, the first two of six volumes of 
regulations 
already 
prepared 
to 
cover all phases of the draft pro­ 
gram. 
These first two sections de­ 
fine the nature and administrative 
procedure of the national and state 
organizations which will handle the 
Oct. 16 registration, and also set 
forth the rules for enrollment. 
Mr. Roosevelt, who has beeiv ab­ 
sent attending the funeral of the 
late Speaker William Bankhead in 
Alabama, likewise Is expected to an­ 
nounce his choice In a few days for 
the position of draft director. 


The house of representatives, In 
recess for three days because of 
the death of Speaker Bankhead, al­ 
ready has the conscription financ­ 
ing appropriation on committee cal­ 
endar and committee consideration 
will start tomorrow’. 
Hershey Mentioned For Post 


Washington’s most-talked-of pos­ 
sibility for the draft director post is 
Lieut. Col. Lewis B. Hershey, who 
has been virtually a "career man” 
In conscription. 
He Is the execu­ 
tive officer of the joint army and 
navy selective service committee, 
which has been engaged for 14 
years on draft plans, preparations 
and training. 
Two other names to figure In 
speculation are those of Col. Louis 
Johnson, recently resigned as as­ 
sistant secretary of war, and Maj.

The draft director will receive 
$10,000 a year. 
Meanwhile, in a move to enlist 
public support for conscription, the 
army’s selective service officers dis­ 
closed adoption of a fixed policy to 
give full publicity to every step in 
the draft process. 
The names of men who register, 
the order in which they become 
liable for service in the subsequent 
draft lottery and the qames of men 
whose service is deferred all will be 
published and broadcast to the full­ 
est extent. 
The public scrutiny is 
expected to discourage any draft 
abuses or "chiseling” . 


No Debt Moratorium 


The war department seeks quick 
action on legislation affording more 
debt relief to citizen soldiers.

H E great Jolson returned to Broadway the other 
night. 
The incident makes a sucker of fiction. 
Mr. Jolson is 54 years old. according to Who'*

the undisputed king of the Broadway theatrical 
realm for nearly 20 / “ars. 
Ten years ago he quit the big street and went to 
Hollywood. T here he had new successes. He made 
one of the first of the great talkies. He was a radio 
hit. Now we get into the heart interest of the scen­ 
ario. He m arried Ruby Keeler, a young actress with 
whom he was deeply in love. After some years and 
rath er suddenly she got a divorce. 
The great Jolson was disconsolate. He carried a 
flaming torch with such ostentation th at at first 
some of his friends thought it was an act. Mr. Job 
son is not a reticent man. He poured his heartache 
into many cars from California to Miami. 
After 
awhile even the cynics said: 
'‘Why, the guy is really hurt.”

Maybe it occurred to him that his form er 
wife never had seen him on the stage in his old time 
glory and said to himself if he only could recapture 
the glamor that surrounded him when he reigned 
over Broadway from the throne room in the W inter 
Garden, she would appreciate htm more and every­ 
thing would he all right. 
We would not accept this theorizing if It came 
from the great Jolson's press agent in explanation 
of Mr. Jolson's reasons for deciding to return to the 
stage in his own production and inviting his form er 
wife to join him as co-star at a big salary. We would 
reflect that it was’ all Just cunning publicity for the 
show. But when we learned that Mr. Jolson was p u t­ 
ting close to $100,000 of his own dough into the pro­ 
duction we agreed with his intim ates that his m otiv­ 
ation must hp a desire to have her near him. To feel 
her near him. To feel her presence. To woo her 
again, A man gets that way. 
He did not need the money. H e had all the fame 
that could come to a man in his profession. He was 
chancing damage to one of the greatest reputations 
the American theater has ever known. Ten veers Is 
an age on Broadway. Maybe the jive generation 
would not like the old king who had thrilled another 
era with "M am m y”, "April Show ers” and "Sw anee”. 
That would be a fate crueler than death by torture. 
Yes, the guy w as In desperate love to take that risk. 
It seems anti-climactic to relate that the form er 
wife accepted the invitation and opened with the 
show but did not remain long. The part did not suit 
her or something. We do not know the inside here. 
And apparently the great Jolson's efforts to revive 
the cold em bers of her affection did not progress. 
But he was in too deep in the show to back out after 
she departed.

Britain’s Mill waiting for G erm any’s attempt at 
Invasion More accurately, the British still are wait­ 
ing for the Germans to finish what they once said 
would be finished by Aug. 15, then by Sept. 15. 


There still Is good reason to believe the Germans 
can finish It. Delay of a week. a month, or even a 
year in the schedule of an empire's destruction 
floes not mean failure. It does suggest unexpected 
difficulty, however, which Is why the fact Great 
Britain still was defending Itself vigorously on Sept. 
36, instead of being In retreat, Is momentous news.
